DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
Group I: Claims 60 - 68, and 71 - 80, drawn to generating composite 

images including color and shape features and identifying images 

based on features, classified in class 382, subclass 181.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions as listed in Group I, Group II, and Group III related as 
subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. 

The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, Group I has separate utility from Groups II and 
III, such as a method for generating composite images including color and shape 
features and identifying images based on features, whereas Group II focuses on 
combining by the computer the video parameters to generate composite reference 
information related video, Group III focuses on searching for textual data. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 
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The examiner has required restriction between subcombinations usable together. 
Where applicant elects a subcombination and claims thereto are subsequently found 
allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the 
allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR
